THE SL A' AMD THE EARTH. 

Professor Ralfour Stewart, iu a re- 
cent popular lecture, compares the sun 
and the earth to great heat engines ; 
and said that in the same way as the pir 
of an engine was caused to pass from a 
warm place to a cold one, currents of 
air passed from the hottest parts of the 
earth towards the poles, and sios verxa. 
The sailor who raised lus sail, and the 
miller who ground his corn, took advan- 
tage of the work done by the earth in 
this way. There was no direct evidence 
that curreats of air passed from tin- 
sun's poles to its equator aud^ back 
again, but there was evidence of ascend- 
ing and descending currents in the at- 
mosphere of the sun. The currents 
moved at the rate of thirty to forty 
miles an hour. Iu the course of tlieir 
progress they carried with them metal- 
I lie vep or s in the shape of clouds, which 

1 .ausil tliu iii'illl- ,1 i.p]i.-«ruitis> .in tin- 

sun's surface. The clouds 
descended again in the manner of tho 
rain-clouds of the earth. If they im- 
agined themselves on tho solar surface 
they might, as they traveled, come to the 
brink of some enormous chasm, some 
three or four thousand miles in depth, 
and wide enough to contain th^ty or 
forty worlds like ours. The liottom of 
the chasm would l»e found to lx> very 
dark ; the sides not quite so dark, but 
darker than the surface of tho sun. 
This chasm was iu fact what was sailed 
a sun spot. They knew it was a chasm, 
because when the spot was at the edg* 
of the sun, the side of the cliasm nenr- 
est the earth was invisible whilst the 
other side was in view, nnd the same 
thing occurred at the opposite side 1 of 
the sun. There were also bright sjsits 
to be seen in tho sun's atmosphere, 
which had been proved to be projec- 
tions from the surface. These projec- 
tions were seen during an eclipse in 
the shape of columns of red light shoot- 
ing out from the edge of the sun. 
These showed that terrible disturbances

ally ooafculted him. Benton — ■ cold, 
dignified critic — says that for thirty 
years he was the political meteor of 
Congress, and often the plnnetary 
plague, and, as the scourger of preten- 
sion, meanness, vice and demagogery, 
the benefactor of the House. 

And on that hill-top he lies, like the 
Indiana of whose blood he boasted 
felt upon his fellow-sinners. " I am the 
victiau," he wrote, "of my own uncon- 
trolled and uncontrollable sensations." 

He was the inheritor of a decimated 
and artificial gentility, which had run 
along in Tidewater Virginia, like the 
friable soil, steadily toward barrenness, 
for nearly two centuries: and he could 
not distinguish between the affectations 
of this social inheritance and the simple 
sympathies of a new Republic.

SHELL MO US ItS. 

San Pablo is about fifteen miles from 
Oakland, and lies almost due north, nnd 
the road follows the beach. When 
within three miles of the town we came 
to a shell mound, rising up from the 
the plain to almost the dignity of a 
hill, and which is now covered with a 
growth of shrubbery. There is no 
telliag when or by whom that mound 
was raised, that is almost a mile long 
and half a mile wide. 

Fragments of pottery made of red 
earth, not to be obtained any where in 
this State, are found on the surface and 
near the top, aud alniut two years ago 
Mr. MeHenry, the owner of the land, 
dug a trench, and at the depth of 
twenty feet, sixty feet in from the west, 
near the base, found nnmerons skele- 
tons, of Indians of all sizes, and some 
bones of dogs and birds and many im- 
plements of stone. One baby had been 
rolled in a monstrously long piece of 
red silk, like the mummies, and had 
l>een covered with a coating of a sort of 
asphaltum. Mr. MeHenry also found 
in other parts of the hill evidences 
enough to show that this mound was a 
burying-place for some extinct tribe of 
Indians, as the skulls are different from 
all others known in some particulars. 

Where the red silk came from would 
puzzle any one to know, as this must be 
a primitive race, judging by the rude 
implements and utensils. All the skele- 
tons were in a sitting posture, with 
their faces turned northward. The 
shells that form this mound are oyster, 
clam am 1 mussel shells, all having been 
exposed to the action of fire, and nearly 
all broken fine. Very rarely are entire 
shells found. The same kind of mounds, 
though not so large, are found uear San 
Mateo, on the San Francisco side. They 
are all near tbe shores of the bay, and 
have been made of shells of the oysters 
and mussels that the Indians used as 
food, aud which they evidently roasted 
to open. Some think it impossible that 
such enormous quantities of oysters 
etc., could ever have been eaten, and, 
I would never have- believed it bad I 
not seen a gentleman eat roast oysters 
once, and seen the pile of shells he left.

A company is organizing in England 
to construct and run between Dover and 
Calais a line of steamships fitted with 
Mr. Bessemer's suspended cabin, and 
possessing other improvements which 
will, it is expected, prevent sea-sickness. 

The American Railway Master Me- 
chanics' Association offers a premium of 
875 for the best drawing of machinery 
for removing snow from railroad tracks, 
and $50 for the best drawing of appli- 
ances for supplying locomotive teuders 
with water or fuel. The drawings are 
to be submitted before May 18, 187:?. 

Mb. Samvelson, a British iron mas- 
ter, who recently transferred his inter- 
est in iron works making 50,000 tons per 
annum, allowed 8400,000 of rtje sum 
due him to remain aa a mortgage at six 
per cent, per annum. This transaction 
indicates the lower rates of interest 
manufacturers pay in England, compar- 
ed with those current in the United 
States. 

Crushed bones are compressed in 
Melbourne, Australia, into cakes six 
inches square and tliree inches thick, 
ui order that they may be exported 
economically. The cukes or tiles thus 
formed are just adhesive enough to ad- 
mit of their being handled freely, and 
yet, when required for use as manure, 
thev can be readily crushed or melted 
by the application of a little hot water. 
Tliis novel plan has been devised to turn 
to account the large quantities of bones 
which the new meat-preserving opera- 
tions accumulate. It may possibly be 
employed with advantage in Texas and 
South America as a means of utilizing 
the bones and cither animal refuse so 
plentiful in those places.

At a o'clock on the evening of that day, 
his uephew, Coinmaiiilcr, L-i Faye, en- 
tered the room where the President 
was conversing with his daughter aud 
read a letter, w hich had been discovered 
in tin' building, proceeding from some 
unknown individual. In this letter the 
President was informed that, during 
that same night, his aids-de-camp pro- 
posed taking him prisoner. Touch.-, 1 
on his tender spot, the timidity of 
Morales was instantly converted into 
fury. He rushed to the saloon, where 
his aids were passing the hours aw ay in 
rocumhor, the whist of South America, 
and, addressing them in the most vio- 
lent mauner, expressed his entire want 
1 of confidence in their fidelity. In vain 
the aids-de-eaiup remonstrated with the 
infuriated President; iu vain his nephew- 
La Faye, implored him to desist, from 
insulting gratuitously the few friends 
remaining to him; iu vain the daughter 
of the doomed man liegged him to re- 
tire; all was useless; blows, epithets, 
and curses were showered upon his of- 
ficers by the President, absolutely be- 
side himself with wine and anger. Two 
of the aids received these insults with- 
out reply; but La Pave, enraged aud 
humiliated by tlie outrage, drew his re- 
volver, and, firing six shots at Gen. 
Morales, inflicted six wounds cu , his 
victim — one in the face, two in the 
breast, and three in the head. Morales 
remained standing until the last shot 
was discharged, and then, turning slow- 
ly round, fell into the arm of his daugh- 
ter, who gently and sorrowfully con- 
veyed him to a* sofa, where in a short \ 
honr, he gasped out his life. La Faye | 
fled, reached his barrack** in "safety, 
placed his battalion under arms, MM 
then disappeared. 

The people knew nothing of the assas- 
sination nntil the next morning, and 
when the news was made public the 
same order and tranquility was ob- 
served which had been noticed during 
the four previous days of trouble and 
inquietude. Tlie Chamber of Deputiejk 
immediately assembled ; the Council of 
State was chosen, and Don Tomas Frias 
assumed the supreme command in vir- 
tue of his office as President of the 
Council. His associates are men of 
distinguished ability. According to the 
laws of Bolivia, there is no necessity for 
a Presidential election nntil such time 
as the present Council of State may 
complete tho term of four years, tbe 
period designated for the occupancy of 
the supreme power by the elect of the 
people. But it is possible that the 
Conned of State, unwilling to continue 
in their newly acquired supremacy, 
may call for election, and ia that case 
the probabilities point, toward the selec- 
tion of Don Adolfo Bolivian as . Praai- 
dent of Bolivia.

NO BABY IN THE HOUSE. 

XoTaaby In the house, I know —

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Hogs designed for slaughter ought 
not to lie longer than to the age of ten 
to twelve months — there, is no profit in 
keeping pigs of any considerable/ size 
through the winter. Where but a small 
number are handled, say from ten to 
twenty, they may be profitably disposed 
of at a yonnger age, say eight to ten 
months. We were shown a half-dozen 
pigs the other day at Judge Avery's that 
would weigh two hundred and forty 
pounds at the age of seven months. 
These pigs have never been out of the 
pen ; have been fed corn and swill from 
the house, with salt twice a week, and 
occasionally ashes. Judge Avery never 
keeps his pigs longer than to the age of 
nine months, and makes them everage 
from two hundred and seventy-five to 
three hundred pounds net, and some- 
times e*en larger weights. 

TiiLs management requires that pigs 
should be farrowed as early as the latter 
part of February or the first of March, 
as it is not profitable to make pork in 
cold weather. When hogs are kept in 
large numbers and cannot be prepared 
for market at quite so young an apre. 
the pigs may be farrowed late in the 
fall. When they are allowed to run out 
the small pigs will 1m» less troublesome 
in the winter than at any other period. 

We have advocated feeding cattle in 
in the fields rather than in the barn- 
yjard in the mud, and it is inconvenient 
feeding corn fodder to a herd of cattle 
of any size in the barn-yard at all. We 
therefore advised feeding in pasture 
lots, and when dry, or the ground is 
frozen, to feed in the meadows. Every 
farmer knows that when the ground is 
noft, the trampinp of meadows with cat- 
tle is isinjurious. But" when the meadows 
are getting old and the grass light, it will 
do gobtl, even when the ground is a lit- 
tle soft ; and an old blue grass pasture 
ia. hardly ever too soft to feed on. Of 
cofcirse it will be understood that we are 
speaking of out-door feeding during the 
day ; assuming that as most people have 
barns in which their cattle are sheltered 
at night, they will be fed there night 
and morning, and a little fodder will be 
put out for them to pick at through the 
day. 

Many people are in the habit of 
fhrowing their corn in the shock over 
the fence, and leaving it there in large 
bnnches just where the manure is not 
wanted, and where fodder is not eaten 
half as well as when scattered about 
over the field. Others haul all their 
fodder and stack it np near a cattle-yard 
— sometimes away from the barn — in 
which they have also their straw stack, 
and thus through the winter are kept 
on straw and fodder alone their cattle 
aud sheep. 

On this management stock never does 
well — by Bpring they are very poor. The 
manure if also poor, and yet from the 
large bulk piled up of corn-.slulks and 
straw, it requires a great deal of work 
to get it out. Imleed we frequently see 
this straw manure neglected and left in 
this condition fo. years and no use made 
of it. The straw ought to ba used for 
bedding in the barn. II. re and for 
this purpose it will pay — pay in the 
saving of liquid manure — a moat im- 
portant consideration, for these Liquids 
are valuable as plant fi>od, and iu de- 
composing and rendering available for 
the same pnrpose the straw itself, and 
all the other ingredients of the manure 
heap. 

We would therefore feed a little hay 
with grain in the barn, and bed liberally 
with straw, thus a.iding to the comfort 
as well as to the - hrift of the stock ; 
torn out for water and exercise every 
day, and, unless the weather is too 
severe, leave them out to eat rough 
food till evening. 
j£> If it is not convenient to grind the 
eo tl (which is always recommended 
when a mill is near) it may be shelled, 
especially for calves, who will e»t it 
readily and do well on it. But the 
best food for calves, is a mixture of 
ground oats, corn and bran. Farmers 
should always aim to have all their 
wheat gronnd and sell the flour, so as 
to have the bran and shorts. 

The feeding should begin before the 
grass is all gone — the farmer bearing in 
mind that th«a» object is not merely 
to "keep his stock over," as it is 
termed, but to put them ahead— keep 
them going, as well in summer as in 
winter. The grain added for this pur- 
pose will not increase the expense more 
than twenty-five to forty per cent., 
while it will make the entire winter 
keeping yield a handsome profit, instead 
of being, as is often the case under the 
pinching system, a dead loss. 



In the meantime the same ground can 
be covered with small fruits, such as the 
blackberry, strawl>erry, and raspberry, 
which can be made to produce well in 
two or three years; a good crop of

small traits is exceedingly profitable of best for that purjiose. I have fed them 



itself. To this may be added, in a few 
years, larger fruits, which, in all mar- 
kets, find a ready sale. We know an 
orchard of eighteen acres thus cultiva- 
ted, which yields a net profit of several 
thousand dollars annually; this year, if 
no harm befalls the fruit, and it brings 
anywhere near the usual price, it can 
not be less than eight or ten thousand 
dollars. 

But this orchard has the advantage of 
being near the city, so that its products 
cau be marketed daily as fast as it 
ripens. In case of orchards away from 
markets, the fruit may be canned or 
dried. Canned fruit is now an article 
of commerce that always finds a ready 
sale at a high price. The work of can- 
ning is simple, and may be safe and cer- 
tain. Winter fruit may be transported 
a considerable distance and still be sold 
at a profit. This is a kind of agriculture 
that in years to come is to receive much 
attention and be carried to great perfec- 
tion; those who are first in it will be 
leaders in a great enterprise. 

This fruit culture we regard as a 
pleasant and profitable work: the world 
needs fruit; its health and happiness de- 
mand it. How much l>etter that fruit 
take the place in hospitality of the lev- 
erages that load tfce table and the side- 
board. We look forward to a time 
when fruit shall be so plenty that., with 
little expense, every family can be am- 
ply supplied; then cordials, jellies, pleas- 
ant drinks, aud food can lie furnished 
for all social occasions, which may take 
the place of hurtful and dangerous 
drinks. Fruit is to be one of the means 
of blessing the world; so let the trees 
be put out, and all preparation be made 
to realize it. 



side by side with other breeds, and they 
have come throngh the winter more 
hardy. I have tried them for beef, and 
they are, in my opinion, first-class ; but 
few of them have been slaughtered in 
this country, because they are too valu^ 
able for dairy purposes. I have been 
myself surprised to see how fat accum- 
ulates on them when they are kept up." 

For the dairy, these cows are admitted 
on all hands to be unequalled. It is 
surprising that our dairymen who sup- 
ply the large cities and towns of Geor- 
gia and other Southern States, have not 
turned their attention to this breed for 
I th»" improvement of our native stock in 
the milk product. A grade between the 
two breeds, by procuring the thorough 
bred Ayshire bull calves, would be a 
v. ry preat improvement, and not very 
expensive iu the accomplishment. 

These calves, of the proper age for 
transportation to this country, can be 
procured of northern breeders at from 
fifty to a hundred dollars. The expense 
of transportation, when taxed for con- 
veyance by the ordinary freight routes, 
is from twenty to thirty dollars, accord- 
ing to the. distance conveyed. Several 
farmers or dairymen can unite to ad- 
vantage in procuring such animals for 
joint use, and thus reduce the cost to 
each to a very moderate sum. If we 

w. re in tlie .luiry l>ttsiiie«.s, we would 
sell a portion of (he stock on hand, if 
neci ssary, iu order to effect so desirable 
an improvement in the remainder.

caused by either wet, want of cleanli- 
ness, or bad feeding, in other words, by 
in i/l'-of somewhere. It is easier to guard ' 
against this than to cure birds when they 
are ill, which is always a most unsatis- 
factory singulation. The chief obstacle 
is, that covered with feathers, there are 
few aymjafoHU to observe ; and as the 
poor dumb things cannot tell what is 
the matter with them, we often have to 
prescribe very much in the dark. We 
aee, for instance a fowl evidently ill, 
with feathers rallied, comb dark and 
dull, appetite nearly gone, all listless 
and dull in manner ; but this may be 
the result of many different causes, 
and more special symptoms are hard to 
discover, seeing we can hardly feel its 
pulse, and its skin is difficult to examine. 
Common fows hardly pay the trouble 
they give in treatment : but with valu- 
able birds the case is different, and it is 
chiefly on their account we give what is 
yet known, so far as we are able to dis- 
cover, of poultry disease. 

There can be no doubt whatever that a 
certain percentage of death amongst 
fowls is an equal ben. .fit. Fowls, like 
everything else, mu*t die tome tithe ; 
and, again like everything else, it can 
but seldom happen that the cause of 
death will be mere old aged A certain 
proportion of loss, therefore, is not 
necessarily a proof of mismanagement, 
is rather part of the economy of the 
great Superintendent of the universe, 
by which, creatures no longer' really 
capable of maintaining the vigor of tho 
species, are taken from n world in which 
they are of no further use. As is well 
put by a writer in one of the American 
poultry journals, "the sure eye of 
nature has picked out the very ones that 
you would be glad to be rid of could 
yon deteet them, and has loft you the 
hardier individuals to breed from ; the 
weakness, moreover, often consisting in 
some profound fault that does not show 
itself." 

It is cases of this nature, in which some 
extra trial of weather or circumstances 
as only developed latent weakness issu- 
ing or not, as the case may be, in any well- 
marked complaint, which are difficult or 
even impossible to cure. There :ire 
however many cases in which exposure 
or other active cause has occasioned 
acute disease in the most healthy birds, 
presenting plainly-marked symptoms, 
the treatment of which is well under- 
stood. Such are mostly amenable to 
judicious treatment, and fowls of price- 
less value may thus be saved, which 
otherwise must be lost to the amateur. 
Between the small group of such plain- 
ly -marked diseases — as roup — and the 
many instances in which to all present 
knowledge the symptoms are utterly ob- 
scure, and recovery must be left to the 
natural powers of the bird, aided by 
such regimen as appear best, in a large 
class of cases in which par tail ground 
for guidance is ufforded by some one or 
more symptoms of a marked character. 
In those also treatment rtriry l>e adopted 
with hope, if the affection be of sudden 
or acute character ; but chronic symp- 
toms usually betray constitutional weak- 
neaa, and are not oq£- difficult to deal 
with, but even with the interest of the 
yard it is often better to let them rnn 
their natural course, or to anticipate 
their effects by a merciful execution.

keeping jMiultry. But there must be 
variety. Hens are as omnivorous, jmt- 
ha]M| as any other animal in the world, 
man excepted. They even exceed swine 
in this respect. We all know how dis- 
tasteful a uniform diet is to ourselves. 
Tho appetite, liotli in man and brutes, 
is determined by the varying state of 
the system, and a kind of food that is 
craved at one time will l>e rejected at 
another. Wheat, buckwheat and oats 
must have a place on the diet-list. The 
latter are best ground. Wheat-bread is 
excellent. Hens soon tin* of cooked 
grain, but it should be fed part of the 
time. Every day in the year when fowls 
do not have access to grass, fresh vege- 
table food Should be allowed, and a 
small quantity of meat when there is 
no insect forage. Corn should prepon- 
derate for growing chickens, l>eeause 
the cheapest, and for fattening fowls, 
but for layers wheal should occupy a 
prominent place. 



rule. Much is said and written about 
early maturity but breeders forget to 
take into account the difference of 
climate, soii, parentage, etc., and the 
great influence they must necessarily 
exercise in the development of the 
animal frame is patent tothe fact. The 
most casual observer that iu the blue- 
grasB regions of Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, the horse, as a general tiling, is as 
fully developed at three years' old as in 
Maine aud Vermont at four. Assuming 
this to be correct, it follows a three 
year old filly in the Now England States 
cannot have arrived at full maturity at 
that age, and hence is unfit to be sent to 
the stud. There are, of course, excep- 
tions, but these very exceptions go far 
to prove the force of the rule. It is a 
violation of one of nature's laws that the 
young shall propagate its kind, and that 
"law is inflexible.

As 
a rule, therefore, some fillies may be 
bred as early as three, and others at four 
years old, judgment as to maturity being 
fin indispensable requisite.

In case oatmeal cannot Im ,ol>- 
tuined readily, mingle a bushel of flax 
seed with a bushel of barley, one of oats 
ami another bushel of Indian corn, and 
let it be ground into a fine meal. This 
will be a fair proportion for all his food. 
Or the meal, or the barley, oats and 
corn, iu equal quantities, may first be 
procured and one-fourth part of oil 
cake mingled with it, when the meal is 
sprinkled on cut food. Feed two or 
three quarts of the mixture two or 
three times daily, mingled with a peck 
of cut hay and stra^r. If the horse will 
eat that greedily, let the quantity lie 
gradually increased until he will eat 
four or six quarts at every feeding, three 
times a day. So long as the animal 
will eat this allowance, the quantity 
may be increased a little every day. 
Avoid the practice of allowing a horse 
to stand at a rack well tilled with hay. 
In order to fatten a horse that has run 
down iu flesh, the groom should be very 
particular to feed the animal no more 
than he will eat up clean ami lick his 
manger for more.

HOW TO FILE A SA W. 

The grand secret of putting any saw 
in the best jiossible cutting order, con- 
sists in riling the teeth at a given angle 
to cut rapidly and of a uniform length, 
so tfiat the points will all touch a 
straight-edged rule without, showing a 
variation of a hundredth port of an 
inch. Besides this, there should be 
just enough set in the teeth to cut a 
kerl narrow as it can lx> made, and at 
the same time allow the blade to work 
freely without pinching. On the con- 
trary, the kerl must not be so wide as 
to permit the blade to rattle when in 
motion. Cxhc very points of the teeth 
do the cutting. If one tooth is the 
twentieth of an inch longer than two or 
three on each side of it, the long tooth 
will be required to do so muoh more 
cutting than it should that the sawing 
cannot be well done. 

Hence, the saw goes jumping along, 
working hard and cutting slowly. If 
one tooth is longer than those on either 
side of it, the short ones do not cut, al- 
though the points may be sharp. When 
putting a cross-cut saw in order, it will 
pay well to dress the points with an old 
file, and afterwards sharpen with a fine 
whetstone? Much mechanical skill is 
re quisite to put a saw in prime order. 
One earless thrust with a file will effec- 
tually shorten the point of a tooth so 
much that it will lie utterly useless, so 
far as cutting is concerned. The teeth 
should be set with much care, and the 
filing should be done with great accura- 
cy. If the teeth are uneven at the 
points, a large flat file should be secur- 
ed to a*block of wood in such a manner 
that the very points only may be joined, 
so that the cutting edge ef the same 
may be on a complete lins, or circle. 
Every tooth should cut a little as the 
saw is worked. The teeth of a hand- 
saw for all sorts of work, should lie 
filed fleamiug, or at an angle on the 
front edge, while the back edges may be 
filed fleaming, or square across the 
blade. The best way to file a circular 
saw for cutting wood across the grain is 
to dress every fifth tooth square across, 
and -.bout ^one-twentieth of an inch 
shorter than the others, which should 
be filed fleaming at an angle of alx>ut 
forty degrees.

THE COLORADO I'ESEUT AS AS IS 
LAX IK 

Could the Colorado desert be again 
tilled with water? It is an interesting 
question. From the GnU of California 
it is probably an impossibility. The 
gradual silting up of the old gulf-bed 
at the mouth of the river, and the drift 
of sand by the wind, have interposed a 
barrier too extensive to be easily re- 
moved. By turning the Colorado river 
into the desert it might be accomplished. 
The project has for years been cUflSMBBd 
of taking enough water from the river 
to irrigate a strength of fertile land, al- 
luvial deposit, found at the southern 
end of the desert ; bnt the idea of going 
further than this, of diverting the river 
into the desert and forming a large 
fresh-water lake, seems never to have 
been broached. Nature, unassisted, is 
now attempting this. The drift of sand, 
through the prevailing western wind, 
'is from the desert toward the east. This 
drift has kept the rivet walled in upon 
the east side of the valley, and has ap- 
parently constantly forced it further in 
that direction. 

Could that desert be refilled with 
water — converted from dry, hot sand 
to an inland lake — the very heat which 
is reflected from the barren mountain- 
sides around would be a power of good 
instead of evil. The constant evapora- 
tion would render heat latent which is 
now active, thus lowering the annual 
temperature very perceptibly. This 
lowering of temiieratnre alone, even if 
unaccompanied by an increase of niois- 
tnre in the air, would give a greater 
rain-fall by the more perfect condensa- 
tion which it would cause. Bnt the 
evaporation from the surface of the lake 
would materially augm. nt the supply 
of vapor in the ruin-currents, thus act- 
ing in a double manner, a decrease of 
temperature and an increase of moist ure 
for precipitation. These rain-currents 
would also meet w ith less difficulty in 
making their way against the ocean 
winds— as these winds, caused largely 
by the heat of the desert, would be less 
violent — and would, therefore, with 
more certainty ami regularity deposit 
their supply of moisture over the plains 
of Los Angelos, San Barnard iuo, and 
San Diego. When it is considered that 
every additional inch of rain is worth 
millons of dollars to these southern 
countries, the value of such a change 
in quantity and certainty of fall EBay be 
readily appreciated. Overland Monthly.

He can read his neatly- 
printed Bible (in the native tongue— 
every solitary man, woman and little 
child in the islands can, ) and he reads 
it over and over again. And he reads 
a whole world of moral tales, built on 
the good old Sunday-school book pat- 
tern exaggerated, and he worships their 
heroes — heroes who walk the world with 
their mouth full of hntter, ami who ore 
simply impossibly chuckle-headed and 
pious. And he knows all the hymns you 
ever heard in your life, and he sings 
them in a soft, pleasant voice, to native 
lets glossed with perfumed oils, and words that make "On Jordan's stormy 
even display the bodkin among their banks I stand " sound as grotesquely 
tresses. They lisp in soft whispers, ami | and sweetly foreign to you as if it were 
ipe silly women in a dictionary grinding wrong end first 
through a sugar-mill. 

Now you see how these natives, great 
and small, old and young, are saturated 
with ^^^tx':,- poetry and 

of it they vary. St** of ihe noble prc- 
oepts oiJC'hrisi ianily they have always 
practiced naturally, and they always 
well.

A QVLW STREAM TO THE POLE. 

A report has boon received in San 
Francisco, from a French expedition 
now on its way to the North Pole. From 
this report it appears that the voyage 
to the pole is as pleasant and easy as a 
summer trip np the Hudson. The ex- 
pedition passed throngh Behrinpr's 
Straits, and following the conrse of the 
warm current of the Kuro siwa, found 
itself floating on the bosom of a broad 
river walled in by pleasant' hills and oc- 
casional precipices. All along the shore, 
quantities of frozen mammoths were 
found, which, having been dead only a 
few thousand years, were so nicely pre- 
served in ice that the crew of the exj>e- 
dition lived entirely upon mammoth 
meats, boiled, roasted, and baked.

THE PE/.CGE OONFM3SED. 
It is quite refreshing to find one fact 
mentioned in the Bible, which the niod- 
ernineti of science ore willing to admit is 
oonfirmed by the progress of discovery. 
Mr. George Smith, of the British 
Museum, makes the subjoined most in- 
teresting account of tke record of the 
Deluge, which he has lately deciphered 
from the Assyrian monuments : 

"The cuneiform inscription which I 
have recently found and translated 
give; a long and full account of the 
Deluge. It contains the version or tra- 
dition of this event which existed in the 
early Chaldean period of the city of 
Erech (one of the cities of Nimrod), 
now represented by the ruins of Warka. 
In this newly discovered inscription the 
account of the Deluge is pnt as a narra- 
tive into the mouth of Xisuthms or 
Xuah. He relates . the .wickodxitisi* of 
the world, the command to build the 
ark, its building, the filling of it, the 
Deluge, the resting of the ark on the 
amonntain, the sending mt of the birds 
anil other matters. Ti. narrative has a 
closer resemblance to the account trans- 
mitted by the Greeks from Berosus, tho 
Chaldean historian, than the Biblical 
history, bnt it does differ materially 
from either. The principal differences 
nre as to the duration of the Deluge, the 
name of the mountain on which the 
ark rested, the sending out of the birds, 
&e. The cuneiform account is much 
longer and fuller than that of Berosus, 
and lias several details omitted both by 
the Bible and the Chaldean historian. 
This inscription opens up many ques- 
tions of which we knew nothing pre- 
vious, and it is connected with a number 
of other details of Chaldean history 
which will be both interesting and im- 
portant. This is the first time any in- 
scription litis been found with an ac- 
count of an event mentioned in Gen 
esis. "
